They cov- 
piece of paper written in rather 
fancy language, which we look 
over carefully, and to which we 
sign our names with ft great 
flourish It*» true that a written 
contract is the best-known tvpc 
and the safest, and in certain 
instances (like the transfer of 
am . estate) the terms much be 
in writing. Yet. when it comes 
wight down to the most common 
contracts, they are seldom 
in 
writing We make new contracts 
day in and day out, hardly giv­ 
ing them a second thought. 
Actually a contract is merely 
a n agreement in which two or 
snore persons (or companies, or 
firgantaations * 
bntki themselves 
«to do—or not 
to 
do—certain 
acts. In doing so. each acquires 
a right to have the other per- 
woft keep his promises. You have 
imade a contract when you ac- 
*eept a job, charge a new suit 
ml the clothing store, agree to 
pay the boy next door a dollar 
to mow your*lawn, or tell the 
milkman to leave three quarts 
emch day and collect at the end 
-w>f the month. 
In the eyes of the law. there 
m*e certain elements which go 
Into making any promise a legal 
wwntraet. There must be "mutual 
mssent”, 
which 
usually 
means 
th a t one party accepts a defin­ 
ite offer made by the other, and 
tjoth parti«« must be "compet­ 
ent” (sane and. under most cir­ 
cumstances. of legal age). 
The agreement must be for a 
lawful purpose. There must be 
m "consideration” which in many 
instances is the payment of a 
certain sum of money. In other 
cases, a promise to perform some 
met may constitute consideration. 
While contracts made by word- 
of-mouth are legal and binding 
for the most part, they are, of 
course, more difficult to prove 
if any questions arise. So it is 
usually best, on any deal of im­ 
portance, to demand that the 
terms be written out in detail. 
An exchange of letters, or a 
signed memorandum, may con­ 
stitute a written contract.
